RESOLUTIONS 

CONCERSDfG  SOLDIERS  OF  THE  KETOLUTION. 


Whereas,  The  period  is  not  distant,  when  the  last  of  the  sol- 
diers of  the  ever  glorious  Revolution  which  brought  liberty  and 
independence  to  our  Heaven  favored  America,  will  have  descend- 
ed to  the  tomb  of  the  free  and  the  brave  :  And  whereas,  suitably 
to  mark  the  event  when  it  shall  have  transpired,  as  an  era  in  the 
history  of  the  country,  by  a  national  solemnization  in  memory  and 
honor  of  the  venerated  patriot  band,  will  become  the  mournful, 
yet  pleasing  and  grateful  task  to  the  whole  American  people — 
therefore, 

1.  Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomcealth  of 
Kentucky^  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  be 
requested  to  introduce  and  procure  the  adoption  of  resolutions  by 
by  that  body — 1st,  requiring  the  Secretary  of  War  to  take  requi- 
site steps  to  ascertain  the  number,  names  and  residences  of  all  the 
surviving  soldiers  of  the  Revolution  of  whatever  rank;  to  inquire 
after  and  note  the  time  of  their  decease;  and  when  the  last  indi- 
vidual of  the  number  shall  have  passed  away  from  amongst  us, 
to  report  the  fact  to  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  and  2nd, 
requesting  the  President  thereupon^  to  issue  his  proclamation, 
fixing  the  day  and  prescribing  the  manner  in  which  a  grateful 
people  may  do  honor  to  the  memory  and  character  of  the  immor- 
tal heroes  and  patriots,  collectively,  by  whose  toils  and  valor  the 
boon  of  freedom  is  inherited. 

2.  Resolved^  That  copies  of  this  preamble  and  resolutions  be 
transmitted  by  the  Governor  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
the  Governors  of  the  several  States  and  Territories,  and  our  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives  in  Congress.

JOINT   RESOLUTION. 

Whereas,  Agriculture  is  the  great  and  paramount  interest  of- 
this  country,  with  which  all  other  interests  of  the  country  are  in- 
timately connected  ;  And  whereas,  Great  Britain,  France  and  other 
European  nations,  by  enormous  duties  and  other  prohibitory  re- 
strictions, interdict  the  reception  into  their  ports  of  many  of  our 
agricultural  products,  while  their  silks,  wines,  brandy,  iron,  cot- 
ton, woollen  and  other  manufactures  are  admitted  into  this  country 
at  such  low  rates  of  duty  as  to  induce  excessive  importations,  and 
cause  the  export  of  large  sums  of  coin,  on  which  the  circulating 
medium  of  this  country  is  based,  which  rates  do  not  afford  suffi- 
cient revenue  for  the  support  of  the  General  Government,  and  to 
put  the  country  in  such  a  state  of  defence  as  the  exigencies  of  the 
times,  and  the  aspect  of  our  foreign  relaiions  seem  to  require; 
Jlnd  whereas,  It  is  our  deliberate  opinion,  that  so  long  as  foreign 
nations  refuse  a  fair  and  reciprocal  exchange  of  products,  our 
commercial  relation:;  with  them  must  be  unequal  and  injurious  to 
us;  and  that  the  proper  remedy  for  this  evil,  from  which  our  coun- 
try is  now  suffering  greatly,  is  the  imposition  of  such  duties  or 
imports,  as  will  countervail  the  injurious  restrictions  on  our  ex- 


ports,  give  sufficient  revenue  for  the  support  of  government  and 
national  defence,  and  sustain  and  protect  those  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments, which  ihe  former  policy  of  our  government  has  built 
up,  and  which  afford  to  the  agriculturalists  of  the  grain  and  pro- 
ducing states,  the  best  and  chief  market  for  their  products: — 
therefore. 

Resolved  by  the  Council  and  General  Assembly  of  this  State, 
That  the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  this  State  in  Congress 
be  requested  to  use  their  utmost  exertions  to  procure  such  a  re- 
vision of  the  tariff  laws,  as  shall  impose  sufficient  duties  to  effect 
these  objects;  and  especially  to  afford,  by  discriminating  duties, 
adequate  protection  to  the  various  branches  of  the  manufacturers 
of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States;  and  that  a  copy  hereof  be 
transmitted  to  the  Governor  of  each  of  the  several  States  of  this 
Union,  with  a  request  that  he  will  cause  the  same  to  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Legislatures  thereof;  and  also  to  each  of  the  Senators  and 
Representatives  of  this  State  in  Congress.

JOINT  RESOLUTIONS 

Of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  in  relation  to 
the  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Public  Landsy  and  to 
grant  pre-emption  rights  to  settlers. 


Whereas,  it  has  become  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Alabama,  to  take  into  considciation  an  act  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  approved  on  the  foiirlh  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-one,  entitled,  "an  act  to  distribute  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights  to  set- 
tlers— "Some  of  the  pn^visions  of  which  act  must  materially,  if 
not  vitally  effect  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  iho  good  people  of 
the  State  of  Alabama  :  wherefore,  it  behooves  their  representa- 
tives maturely  1o  deliberate  what  action  shall  be  taken  thereon  ia 
their  behalf.  Whilst  this  General  Assembly  deprecates  an  undue 
interference  on  the  part  of  the  States  in  the  affliirs  of  the  General 
Government,  which  properly  belong  to  it,  it  is  nevertheless  held 
to  be  an  indisputable  right  as  well  as  the  bounded  duty  of  the 
States,  in  the  exercise  of  their  sovereignty,  to  interpose  their 
authority,  whenever  their  reserved  rights  are  invaded,  or  any  act 
may  be  done,  thr-t  is  calculated  to  affect  their  independence,  or 
destroy  the  peace  and  well  being  of  their  people.  In  the  exercise 
of  this  right  the  General  Assembly  does  therefore  declare  that, 
however  much  the  people  of  the  Slate  of  Alabama  may  feel  the 
burthens  which  already  oppress,  or  may  possibly  be  imposed  on 
them,  in  order  to  relieve  tliem  from  the  embarrassment  consequent 
upon  improvident  legislation,  no  matter  how  specious  the  argu- 
ment may  be  founded  upon  their  necessities,  they  reject  with  in- 
dignant scorn,  the  idea  that  any  sufferings  with  which  it  may 
please  the  Great  Ruler  of  nations  to  afflict  them  in  the  shape  of 
pecuniary  embarrassments,  can  ever  so  far  debase  our  people  as  to 
cause  them  to  look  upon  gold  othcrv/ise  than  as  the  dust  in  the 
balance,  when  compared  with  the  proud  and  precious  inheritance 
bequeathed  to  us  by  our  fathers,  of  lofty  integrity,  and  unbought 
independence,  or  with  the  no  less  estimable  possession  of  the  in- 
dividual sovereignty  of  this  State. 

That  although  our  sister  States  may  entertain  other  and  difltr- 
ent  views  than  those  which  w^e  feel  ourselves  called  upon  to  ex- 
press, and  may  be  disposed  to  receive  their  share  of  the  national 
spoil,  yet  we  will  remain  uninfluenced  by  their  action;  and  never. 


by  our  acceptance  of  the  proffered  bribe,  sanction  the  dangerous 
and  immoral  maxim,  that  the  end  justifies  the  means.  We  do  this, 
because  we  hold  our  honor  and  independence  above  all  price,  and 
because  we  entertain  a  fixed  and  unalterable  determmation  to 
maintain  them,  irrespective  of  all  future  consequences. 

This  General  Assembly  does  further  declare  that,  that  portion  of 
the  act  above  referred  to,  which   distributes  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands  to  the  several  States,  is  a  gross  and  pal- 
pable violation  of  the  constitution  of  the  United   States— distri- 
butmgas  it  does  under  existing  circumstances,  the  revenue  arisino- 
trom  customs;  and  that  it  will,  unless  arrested,  pave  the  way  tS 
an  assumption  of  the  power  on  the  part  of  the  General  Govern- 
raent,to  seize  upon  the  National  Treasury  Ibr  anv  and  for  all  pur- 
poses, without  regard  to  the  source  from  whencehs  revenues  may 
t)e  derived,  and  that  it  will  ultimately  make  the  several  States  the 
stipendiaries  and  pensioned   vassals    of  a  great  central  power 
thereby  carrying  into  effect  the  principles  of  old  fashioned  ultra 
tederalisra,  as  proclaimed   by  its  most  daring  advocates  in  the 
gloomiest  period  ot  our  political  history. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  of  .Alabama  in  General  Assemblu  convened.  That 
no  authority  shall  be  given  to  the  Governor  of  this  State  or  any 
other  person  in  its  behalf,  to  receive  that  portion  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands,  which  may  be  allotted  to  this 
Mate  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
entitled,  an  act  to  distribute  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the 
public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights  to  settlers,  and  that 
the  State  ol  Alabama  does  hereby  refuse  to  receive  the  same  or  anv 
part  thereof.  ^ 

Be  it  farther  resolved  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  our  Sena- 
tors in  Congress  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  and  our  Rep- 
resentatives are  requested  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  pro- 
cure a  speedy  repeal  of  the  above  recited  act. 

Be  it  further  resolved  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  State  be  requested  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  fore- 
going preamble  and  resolutions  to  the  Governors  of  the  several 
States  of  this  Union,  and  also  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives in  Congress.  .
